Tne tvo parachutists jumping first each nad one 
parachute but tie third liad tvo eoually lar,e conventional para- 
chutes, Tne third parachutist often landed without his parachutes 
opening so it was inferr-d that the parachutistes were dumnies. 


he airfield about 1 km northwest of tne konotop railroad sta- 
tion wes about 1) x 3 laa and had a railroad conection, 2 
solid multi-story bulidings were on tie edge af tne field. Sol- 
diers were seen entering and leaving tne buiidings. 


The field was occupied by about 100 twio-engine aircraft and 
bislanes.
